Disease and Poor Feed- 
ing Result in Marketing 
Trouble Says Drews. 


"Five hundred to 600 Nebraska 


poultrymen attended the morning 
program of the annual Poultry 
Field day at the agricultural col- 
lege Thursday. More Were expected 
for the afternoon tours of the col- 
lege poultry plant and the Wipper- 
man farm near College View. 


"We want you to leam how to 
use the raw materials you have on 
your .farms and how to supplement 
them with cheap high protein 
feeds," Prof. -P, S. Mussebl c£ the 
poultry department, said in his 
talk on. experimental work. Nebras- 
ka can* grow 90 per cent of the 
feeds necessary in a balanced poul- 
try ration, he says, and there is no 
reason why the intelligent poultry 
raisers can not mix their own feed 
rather than buy high priced com- 
mercial chick and hen mashes. 
Followin- a series of five experi- 
ments, the poultry department of 
the university is ready to recom- 
mend three additional rations for 
chicks and one more feed mixture 
for growing stock, Professor Mus- 
sehl stated. 
Disease Causes Trouble. 


The greatest problem of the 


poultry packing industry today, is 


to do with thin poultry com- 


ing to market, H. E. Drews o 
Omaha, said in discussing feed and 
its affect on mratet poultry. Dis- 
ease and poor feeding are responsi- 
ble for the trouble, be believes. 
Regarding feeds, poultry raisers 
have two choices, he sajd, either 
to follow the suggestions of tin 
poultry department of the •nnlversi- 
ty and mix good balanced rations 
or to buy standard commercial 
feeds. 
Home fatterJng of poultry is no 
profitable " under ordinary farm 
conditions, he said. Very few pro 
ducers have ever made a profi 
trying to get extra gains on then- 
chickens, by forced feeding a few 
days before marketing.

Anderson Reports Corn 


Has Large Reserve 


Subsoil Moisture. 


While reporting that the prospects 


for winter wheat in Nebraska are 
poorer than they were a month ago 
and that the outlook for corn is 
"very poor," A. E. Anderson, state 
and federal crop statistician holds 
out a little promise for the present 
crop season by adding that the con- 
dition of the wheat fields is still 
above the average and "that the 
other suring crops are "promising." 
His forecast for winter wheat pro- 
duction is 60,350,000 bushels as com- 
pared with 53,664,000 bushels last 
year. 


"While winter wheat is still con- 


siderably above the average, it is 
considerably below earlier expecta- 
tions. 
The lowered condition is 


accounted for as follows: Lack of 
nitrates in the soil due to unfavor- 
able seasonal 
conditions; 
injury 


from the Hessian fly; late plowing; 
a shallow root system due to heavy 
moisture last fall and dry weather 
during February and March; the 
presence of Septoria disease anc 
run-down soil caused by improper 
rotation of crops," the report says 


Winter Wheat Better. 


"Winter wheatj improved consider- 


ably during the past three weeks 
Much of it is very thin a'.:d weak 
in the southeastern third of thi 


,tate. Central Nebraska has con- 
Iderable wheat that promises to 
make bumper yields, while part of It 
ranges from fair to poor. A con- 
iderable acreage of wheat has been 
lowed up In both eastern and cen« 
ral sections. The condition In the

GRUNDY AND REED. 


Once again that cherubic figure in the United 


States senate, Uncle Joe Grundy, claims the national. 
spotlight. 


It Is, indeed, an amazing message which the news 


dispatches carry in connection with the tartir fight 
now drawing to a close. The fate of the bill, it is 
said, rests upon the votes of Grundy and Reed of 
Pennsylvania. They have been tight-lipped and have 
not indicated what they intend to do when the meas- 
ure comes up for final ballot. The lines are drawn so 
closely that the power to make it law. so far as the 
senate is concerned, rests in their hands. Then- 
votes for it may provs sufflrSent to put tt up to Mi-. 
Hoover whether he will sign it or veto it. Their votes 
against it would assuredly send it to inglorious defeat. 


Never before has the country witnessed the spec- 


tacle of two Pennsylvania senators listed in 
the 


doubtful column with respect to legislation increas- 
ing tariff duties. Pennsylvania, with her great fac- 
tories, darkening the skies with the smoke from thou- 
sands of chimneys, has been the stronghold of high 
protection. Her great wealth very largely has been 
accumulated because her industries have been able 
to progress through the protected home market. The 
tariff has given Pennsylvania great fortunes, and 
great manufacturing establishments, providing profi- 
table occupations for thrwssands of "men 
and women. 


In the light of past history, the uncertainty ex- 
pressed over the vote of her two representatives in 
the senate, reevals the great change which has come 
in this country in recent years. 


It is not likely that either Grundy or Reed are any 


the less devoted to the gospel of high protection. The 
tariff has been their Bible for so many years they 
would be lost and utterly disconsolate without it. But 
the reported doubt concerning their votes does to a 
large measure reflect the perplexity which fills the 
minds of industrial captains today. Many of them 
are aggressively and openly hostile to advancing tar- 
iff duties above the schedules of the present Ford- 
ney-McCumber law. 
Should the 
Hawley-Smoot 


measure become law they see the additional loss of 
foreign markets because it will make it more impos- 
sible than at present for America to accept goods 
from abroad in exchange for what Uncle Sam has to 
sell. The world has changed from the viewpoint of 
Uncl» Sam when the matter of higher duties must 
be settled. The United States has developed imlus- 
trially until her eyes no longer extend to the home 
market She must have foreign trade to keep their 
factories working and she cannot expect to maintain 
her position if she alienates the friendship of Eu- 
rope and every civilized land. 
. Uncle Joe Grundy and Senator Reed, more far- 
sighted thsn many of the industrial leaders, may see 
in the Hawley-Smoot measure an opening wedge 
which, will destroy the tariff fabric in time. 


There is still another reason 
why Uncle Joe 


Grundy is not in the traditional role of a Pennsyl- 
vania representative. He did succeed in breaking 
down the coalition of insurgent republicans and dem- 
ocrats, which grabbed the bill from, the hands of" the 
regulars and proceeded to write one of their own lik- 
ing. Some of the rates which the coalition, had put 
into it were eliminated but it still remains very large- 
ly a product of the insurgents. He sees in it the 
strong probability that the industrial regions will pay 
more for their foodstuffs. 
He is opposed naturally 


to placing a heavier burden upon his constituency. 


But what would the late Boss Penrose and the late 


Boss Quay do if Uncle Joe Grundy and Senator Reed 
should be recorded in opposition to the Hawley- 
Smoot bill? 


place them hi still more favorable positions, by giv- 
ing each of them an outlet to the "sea and foreign 
trade. 


It is easy to see why New York desires to head off 


the St. Lawrence project. The moment that river is 
opened up for navigation by ocean-going vessels, 
much of the water traffic that now centers at the 
mouth of the Hudson will take the northerly route. 
Naturally, the Gothamltes do not relish the prospect 
of losing part of their trade. 


The Interest of the entire middle west, however, 


lies in bringing water transportation as far Inland 
as possible. The program of utilizing the great lakes- 
St. Lawrence system and the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries, including the Missouri, for barge ship- 
ping means more to this section than anything else. 
Should it go through, the future growth of Chicago, 
Detroit, and other cities of the interior United States 
will become more marked, and the entire region be- 
tween the Alleghenies and the Rockies will begin to 
receive its fair share of national prosperity, which 
heretofcrp has been denied it. 


USE MOST ELECTRICITY. 


A nation's prosperity, its advance in material, and 


to a certain extent in other affairs, may be fairly 
gauged, in these later days, by the amount of elec- 
trical current it makes use of. It is therefore grati- 
fying, though not at all surprising, to learn that of 
all the7 electricity produced in the world, 41 per cent 
is generated and consumed in the United States. Ger- 
many is second on the list but it is so far behind this 
country that there is scarcely any comparison, for its 
total only amounts to about 11 per cent of the en- 
tire output. Canada is in third place with six per 
cent, while Great Britain and France are just about 
tied for fourth. 


Investigations 
by a New York investment firm 


shows that the average per capita production of cur- 
rent in the United States at the present time exceeds 
813 kilowatt hours per annum, while that in Germany 
amounts to 450 kilowatt hours and Great Britain's 
consumption is 330 kilowatt hours. Canada has a 
comparatively small population, but it produces and 
makes use of more current per capita than any other 
nation in the world. 


This situation is the result of the enormous hydro- 


electrical development in the dominion, where the 
average per capita consumption for all purposes is 
1,845 kilowatt hours. Winnipeg is believed to use more 
current per residence than any other city in the en- 
tire world, the average per home being 3,741 kilowatt 
hours. 
There great 
quantities of electricity are 


used for heating houses and water, as well as- 
for cooking. 


It is not unreasonable to believe, however, that 


what is taking place in the Manitoba city will event-, 
ually be prevalent in most other advanced munici- 
palities, for the idea of hauling coal great distances 
for the purpose of generating heat, has long been 
-recognized as an economic waste. It is only a matter 
of time when it will be used at the mouth of the 
mine, and Henry Ford said a number of years ago 
that means would be found of utilizing it before it 
was brought to the surface, thus saving even that ex- 
pense. 


It is estimated that the investment in the electri- 


city production field in the United States at this 
time amounts to eleven billions of dollars, while that 
for the entire world is about twenty-five billions. 
Much of the expansion abroad is being accomplished 
by means of American financing, it being estimated 
that such investment at this time amounts to be- 
tween $800,000,000 and $1,000,000,000. 


CHICAGO AND DETROIT STEP AHEAD. 


It might have been expected from the frequent 


gangster killings in Chicago daring the past several 
years, that the federal census would have shown a 
rather moderate increase In that city's population; 
but on the contrary the lake metropolis comes to the 
front with a clear gain of 672,000. or almost 35 per 
cent, over 1920. It now has 3,373,753 inhabitants, be- 
ing somewhat more than half 
the size of Greater 


New York. Its growth in the past decade has been 
relatively faster than that of the larger city. 


Detroit also has registered a remarkable gain in 


the ten years just elapsed. Final returns from there 
are expected to show I'.i million people living -within 
the city boundaries, and there are hundreds ol thou- 
sands more within a close surrounding area contain- 
ing many automobile plants and other large indus- 
trial establishments. Half a million of these have 
been added within the decennial period. 


Philadelphia, which still holds third place, made 


& scant gain of not much more than 100.000. Its total 
trill not quite reach ZOOO.OOO, and the next census 
may sec Quakcrtown falling behind Detroit. 


It -would appear Irom these figures that ihe center 


of industrial activities in the United States is moving 
wcst-srard. At the beginning of this century, there 
were no important manufacturtag districts outside 
the narrow strip of territory along the Atlantic coast. 
Today, however, the supremacy of the east In tils 
Held, as well a* in commercial lines, is being chal- 
lenged by vigorous competition of the central region. 
Eren against the handicap of lower freight rates b- 
water, compared with land hauls, the interior section 
of the United States is making progress. 


Chicago and Detroit, white shut off from the ocean, 


derive a great deal of benefit from their situation ad- 
jacent Jo the great lakes, enabling their business con- 
cerns to receive raw materials and ship their products 
largely by water. This has undoubtedly been one of 
the greatest factors in their tremendous growth. 
Completion of th? St. Lawrence -waterway and oT the 
eaaal from Ls&e Michigan to the Illinois river -would

Still rarer is 
the charmed individual who can return to bring a 
part of his dream back to less fortunate would be 
travelers in writing. 


Gifford Pinchot has played a most umlsual role in 


American politics, capping his unexpected success and 
failures with his recent victory in the Pennsylvania 
gubernatorial primary. And to Gifford Pinchot goes 
the distinction of being one of those rare souls whose 
travel dreams came true. He had always wanted to 
go to the South Seas- Forty years after most dreams 
fade away, he set out for his land of dreams. His 
record of it is the story of a man and his family hav- 
ing a delightful time doing what they had always 
yearned to do.

Nicholas, and his sister, Princess 
Elizabeth, that when his father, 
King Ferdinand, died, he, Carol, 
automatically became king, 
and 


Helen became queen. 
Since then the divorce was pro- 
nounced. But with the parliament- 
ary annulment on Sunday of all in- 
tervening events since King Ferdi- 
nand's death and his own reinstal- 
lation as king, Helen automatically 
became queen. 
King Carol begged Nicholas to 


give this message to Helen, which 
he did when the mother of Crown 
Prince Michael came to bring their 
child this forenoon to play. 
Helen was reported as having de- 


clared herself satisfied.

More Than $150,000 


From County Taxes

To illustrate: The reciprocal of 7 
is .142,857, six digits, or exactly n 
minus one; but the reciprocal of 
13 is .076,923, six digits and 
two 


sets. 
The reciprocal of every odd com- 


posite ending in 1, 3, 7, and 9 has 
no seeming relation to the n minus 
one, as to the case of primes, but 
in all cases will be found to con- 
tain digits exactly equal to the least 
common multiple of the n minus 
ones of all the prime factors com- 
posing it provided, the primes fac- 
tors are all different 
from each 
other. 
For example, there are to 
digits in the reciprocal of 19 and 
six in the reciprocal of 7. But the 
reciprocal of 7x19 (133) has only 18 
digits; and the 132 possible com- 
mon fraction numerators of the 
133rds are supplied 
by six 7ths, 


eighteen 19ths, and six sets of cir- 
culators, each having 18 digits. 
The squares of all primes great- 
er than 5 have reciprocal contain- 


ing as many digits as the 
prime 


multiplied by its n minus one. For 
example, the reciprocal of 11 Is two 
digits (.09) but the 
reciprocal of 
11x11 (121) has 22 digits. 
The 


prime 3 does not conform to this 
rule. Its reciprocal is the repetend 
.3: but the reciprocal of 3X3 vJ) i» 
.1 a repetend of a single digit. 


With this explantlon. let us lorm 
a composite of the following prime 
factors: 3x3xllxl7x73xl01xl37x353x 
449x641. 
Then n minus ones of 
these primes are 1, 2, 16, 8, 4, 8, 32. 
32. and 32. The least common mul- 
tiple of all these n minus ones is 32 
Hence, we may expect no mere 
than 32 digits in the reciprocal of 
the product of the prime 
factors 


given. Multiplying the factors we 
have: 
172, 714, \ 7 9, 172, 858, 191 
or more than 172 quadrillions. Di- 
viding this into unity gives us the 
reciprocal repetend:

DR. BODE TALKS 
AT CONVOCATION 
Education Needs Defi- 


nite Purpose, Speaker 


Tells Students. 


The age of education found in this 
nation today is changing the social 
and economic customs of the coun- 
try, 
Dr. Boyd H. Bode, Ohio State 


university educator, told 
summer 
students of the university in a con- 
vocation address at the Temple 
theater Thursday morning. 
The field of education, great as it 
has become, lacks a definite pur- 
pose and must realign its aims to 
meet changing conditions, Dr. Bode 
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said. 
In discussing 
"Our 
Educational 


Predicament," the subject of his 
address. Dr. Bode declared. "There 
is a constant drift toward a greater 
reliance on intelligence in this 
country. Education must justify that 
reliance by contributing to the veri- 
fication of a new philosophy which 
will not mistake tools for the real 
thing, which will not treat means as 
ends " 
Dr. Bode also spoke of the ad- 
vances in the educational curri- 
culum, pointHg out the mark edu- 
cation already has left upon the 
United States. 'Old authorities, he 
said are crumbling under the in- 
fluence of education. The church, 
the home, and the state have lost 
their hold. Skepticism prevails more 
widely tha never because everyone 
stimulated by education, is in the 
midst of a spiritual and social revo- 
lution the educator declared. 
Prior to the talk by Dr. Bode,

CITY OVER 1,500 


Census Report Shows 


That Many Out of 


Work April 1. 


Lincoln's unemployed on April 1 


totaled between 1,500 and 1,600, ac- 
cording to the census survey. Dis- 
trict Supervisor H. O. Parsons an- 
nounced Thursday morning. 


No exact figures will be available 


until the report is issued at Wash- 
ington, D. C., he declared. Firs>t 
orders directed the supervisors to 
refrain both from announcing the 
figures and from even compiling 
them. Subsequent to the time Mr. 
Parsons concluded his work and sent 
all his records to Washington, per- 
mission has been granted for super- 
visors to publish the statistics. 


The figuie Mr. Pars;-*,s gave 
Thursday morning was one he cal- 
culated \nofficially before the re- 
ports weie sent to Washington. It 
contains only those persons who 
were neither working nor had a job 
on April 1. Several thousands were 
also listed as unemployed on that 
date although they were only tak- 
ing vacations, resting from illness 
etc. Mr. Parsons has no idea what 
this total was. 


In connection with the census, Mr 


Parsons observed that although the 
population increase for the state has 
been estimated at about 6 per cent, 
according to incomplete reports, his 
district showed a gain of 10.44 per 
cent. This is for Lancaster, Otoe, 
Cass and Sarpy counties. 


Of this 10.44 per cent increase, 


only 2 74 per cent was outside of 
the city of Lincoln. In the four 
counties, the total population was 
148.255 as compared with 132,795 in 
1920, 
a gain of 15,460. Of this in- 


crease 13,532 was credited to the 
city 
of Lincoln, not 
including 
Havelock.
